( ii ) Higher Grade Examination in Shorthand (Malayalam ) held by 

the Former Travancore -Cochin Government or the Kerala 

Government or the Madras Government.

by the Former Travancore- Cochin Government or the Kerala 

Government or the Madras Government. 
(iv) Ability to write not less than 30 words a minute in Malayalam

( v ) In the case of a Typist, also pass in thc practical test conducted 

by the Public Service Commission .

Tribes . 
Reservation of appointment : 
The rules relating to reservation of appointment (Rules 14 to 17 of the 

General Rules ) shall apply to appointments by direct recruitment 
Appointing Authority : 

The appointing authority shall be the Head of the Department 
Probation : 
Every person appointed to the post shall be on probation for a total 

period of two years on duty within a continuous period of three 
years .

1. This Industrial dispute between the above parties was referred for 
adjudication regarding the dismissal of Shri V. P. Janardhanan Nambiar 
by an order dated 10-1-1975 , to the Labour Court, Quilon , as per G.O. Rt . 
No. 1357/75 /LBR . dated 21-11-1975 . The case was taken on file by that 
court as I. D. 71/75 . On the formation of this court, the same was 
transferred to this court and numbered as I.D. 163/76 . The parties entered 
appearance and filed statements. 
12 It is not necessary to traverse the pleadings. The parties filed a 

compromise petition registered as M. P. 88/30 settling the dispute as between 
them . The settlement interalia provides that the service of the workman 
under the management stands terminated with effect from 17-4-1980 and 
that he has accepted a cheque for Rs. 15,000 drawn on the Cannanore 
District Co -operative Central Bank Ltd., Cannanore, from the management 
in full and final settlement of all his claims with the management and that 
the workman agrees that he has no more claims towards the management in 
bis capacity as the workman . The compromise petition shall form part of 
this order . 

3 . In view of the compromise and the settlement of the dispute 
between the parties, there is no dispute to be adjudicated . Hence I hold 
that there is no dispute pending between the parties for adjudication . The 
award is passed accordingly . 

4 . This award will ca ne into force 30 days after publication of the 
same in the Official Gazette .

This Election Petition having been finally heard on 27-6-1980 and 
having stood over to this day for consideration the Court delivered the 
following: 


JUDGEMENT 
During the recent election held to the Kerala Legislative Assembly 
conducted in last January the petitioner and respondents Nos. 1 to 6 
contested from the Chalakudy Constituency No. 61. The 1st respondent 
is the returned candidate . Petitioner seeks to avoid his election under 
section 100 (1) (d ) (iii ) and ( iv ) of the Representation of the People Act, 
1951 (hereinafter the Act) and in addition claims a declaration that the 
petitioner hinself has been elected under section 101 of the Act. 

2. The grounds mentioned in sub -clauses ( iii) and ( iv ) of clause (d ) 
of subsection (1) of section 100 have been advanced on the following 
allegations set out in the petition 

(a ) there was no effective supervision by the returning officer or the 
assistant returning officer ; 
(b ) counting, i. e, opening the box , sorting the ballot 

papers 

and 
actual counting, was ballot box by ballot box ;

(c) the counting staff actually helped the 1st respondent by quick 
sorting, hasty counting and wrong-bundling of the ballot papers ; 

( d) counting was done on tables not notified ; 

( e) there is discrepancy in the number of tendered voles as 
mentioned by the presiding officers and the returning officer and also in the 
total number of votes as given by them ; 

(1 ) doubtful votes were not referred to the decision of the returning 
officer ; 

(g ) no steps were taken to ensure that postal votes reached the 
returning officers ; 

for propaganda 21 days were not allowed ; 
(i ) voters list was supplied to the petitioner very late ; and 

( j) recount was not allowed . 

3. The 1st respondent denies the material averinents on which the 
petitioner seeks to found his case as aforesaid . The following are the issues 
raised in the case after discussion with the learned counsel on both sides : 

Whether the Election Petition is maintainable ? 
2. Whether the pleadings in th : Election Petition arc vague and 

contended ? 
3 . Whether the arrangements in the Counting Hall were proper 

and sufficient ? 
4 . Whether the counting of votes were vitiated by violation of 

the provisions of the Representation of the People Act or 
the Conduct of Election Rules or for other reasons mentioned 

in the Election Petition ? 
5. If issue 3 is answered in the negative , and issue 4 in the 

affirmative , wh -ther the result of the election of the returned 

candidate was materially affected therefor . 
6. Reliefs and costs." 
4. Issue 1. - There was no argument on this issue and it has not been 
shown how the petition is not maintainable. I hold that the petition is 
maintainable . 

5 . Issues 2 , 3 & 4. -These issues can , with advantage, be taken up 
first and can be dealt with together . The learned counsel for the 
petitioner advanced arguments on these issues under the heads discussed 
hereunder. 

6. The first two heads of argument are based on the same allegation 
and virtually, the factual foundation is one and the same ; they are : 

There was no effective supervision by the returning officer because of a 
parapet wall dividing the counting hall into two ; and therefore section 64 
of the Act has not been complie ! with The petitioner s casc is that seated 
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as he was, which was not on a platform , the returning officer could not have 
effectively supervised the counting on the different tables placed in the 
northern portion of the partition wall for he could not have seen the counting 
on those tables by reason of the parapet wall.

7. " The evidence of the returning officer as P.W. 1 is to the effect that 
though there was no raised platform , he could see all the counting tables 
from where he sat, as steel tables of lower height were used for counting. 
The evidence of the assistant returning officer examined as P. W. 7 is also 
in the same tenor. No doubt, P. W. 3 , the counting supervisor of table 
No. 13 , has said that sitting on his chair at that table he could not see 
P. W. I but he also has sworn that there was a platform and the Seat of 
P.W. I was on that platform . The petitioner s positive case is that there 
was no platform and therefore P.W. I s view all around beyond the short 
wall obstructed by it . (P.W. 1 was, borne out by the evidence, seated 
immediately to the south of the parapet wall by the eastern wall of the hall 
and the assistant returning officer was seated on the other side of the 

towards the north of that portion of the hall and by its 
western wall) . If it was on a platforn that P.W. I was seated , the 
petitioner s complaint as aforesaid can have no foundation at all . Hence it 
is not possible to place any reliance on the evidence of P.W 3 as aforesaid . 
Besides P. W. 1 has also deposed that none objected to the arrangements 
in the counting hall even though the same was not as shown in the chart in 
Appendix XXIV referred to in paragraphs 2 (e ) and 4 (a ) in Chapter IX 
of the Handbook for Returning Officers issued by the Election Commission 
on which strong reliance was made on behalf of the petitioner . 
by P.W. 1 the hall was such it was not possible to have the arrangements 
in the counting hall in accordance with the sketch in Appendix XXIV . 
Further, before counting began he invited of such of the candidates and /or 
their agents as were present objections and suggestions, if any , as regards 
arrangements made for counting but no one demurred or suggested any 
alteration with those arrangements. According to him every 
satisfied with the arrangements made in the hall . It should be bune in mind 
that after all Chapter IX of the Handbook contains only 

guidelines for 
effective supervision of counting and what is material is not blind adherence 
to the sketch in 

Appendix XXIV but that with that end in view the 
returning officer should made arrangements in the counting hall taking into 
account practial consideration . 

I am not prepared to say that P.W. 1 
lost sight of this cardinal requirement in making the 

arrangements in the 
counting hall. Nor has it been established by the petitioner that the 
arrangementsmade in the counting hall by P.W. 1 were such as would 
not facilitate effective supervision by him of the counting with the assistance 
of P.W. 7. That apart, it has come out in evidence that the Election 
Commission had deputed an observer, a Superintending Engineer , that he 
was present from the very start to the end and that none raised my objection 
before him as regards anything relating to counting . 


one was 
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8. Though there is some controversy netween the contesting partics 
about the exact height of the parapet, I do not hink it is ofany relevance 
in far as, in the light of the evidence discussed above , I should procced on 
the basis ihat no one had any case at the time the counting started and /or 
thereafter, when it proceeded that the parapet was a hindrance for cllective 
supervision . 

9. There is no merit in the conter tion that section 64 of the Act has 
been violated or that the returning officer and the As.istant returning officer 
did not effectively supervise the counting in fact the argument was that they 
could not have effectively supervised ; that it, say, an argument inviting mo 
to enter the conjectural region of speculation 

10. The next point advanced by the learned coursel for the petitioner 
is that two tables other than those notified were used for counting some 
ballot papers. P.W.5 was the petitioner s counting agent on table No. 17 . 
As spoken to by him (and there is no controversy about it it was notified 
that on that table the ballot papers of polling stations Nos. 17-35-5 ?-71 and 
89 would be counted . P.W. 3 was the counting Supervisor of Table No. 13 . 
His evidence is to the effect that though it was notified that the ballot 
papers of five polling stations would be counted on that table, only those of 
four polling stations, namely , of polling station Nos. 13-31-49 and 67, were 
counted thereon . P.W 8 was the petitioner s counting agent for table No.1 
on which it was notified that the ballot papers of polling stations Nos. 1-19 
37-55 and 73 would be counted . The counting on all the tables was polling 
station by pol ing station , that is , only ballot papers of one polling station , 
were being counted at a time on à table . After all the five rounds of 
counting of the ballot papers of the five polling stations (Nos. 17-35-53/71 
and 89 ) were over on table No. 17 , the 5th round of counting of the ballot 
papers of polling station No. 79 round of counting of the ballot papers of 
polling station No. 79 notified to be on some other table was done on table 
No. 17. Similarly after all the five rounds of counting of the ballot papers 
allotted for table No. 1 were over on it, the ballot papers of polling station 
No. 85 notified to be on another table were counted on table No 1. The 
ground of attack is that the ballot papers of polling stations Nos. 79 and 85 
were counted not on tables notified in respect of these po!ling stations, but 
on different tables. 

11. The learned counsel for the petitioner relies on Annexure XXI, 
Instructions to Counting Supervisors and Assistants -mentioned in paragraph 
1 (b ) of the Hand book for Returning Officers, 1979 , as also on paragraphs 
13 and 17 (j) ofthat Handbook to contend that counting of ballot papers on 
tables other than those on which it has been notified that the same would be 
counted would attract section 100 ( 1) (d ) ( iv ) of the Act. Apart fro n the 
fact that it has not been shown that the above provisions relied on by the 
learned counsel for the petitioner are statutory rules or orders, I do not find 
anything therein which prohibits the counting of ballot papers of a polling 
station on a table other than that on which it was initially announced or 
notified that it will be done. Paragraph 13 in Chapter IX of the Handbook 
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seems to emphasise the need to have all the ballot boxes used at one polling 
station being brought in one lot and given to one table for initial counting 
and there is no complaiat chat this .equirement has not been complied with 
There is no merit in the attack made on countig on this score . 

12. As regards the point discussed in the preceding two paragraphs 
the petitioner appears to have a case , as brought out by the evidence of 
P.W.5 and P.W.8 , the petitioner s a counting agents on table Nos. 17 and 
1 respectively , that they went out of he counting hall after the counting of 
the ballot papers of the five polling stations notified for each of those tables 
was over and they were not present at those tables for sometime at the start 
of the counting of the ballot papers of polling stations Nos. 79 and 85 
respectively on those tables. The counting supervi ors of those tables have 
not been examined in this case . The returning officer examined as P.W.1 
was not asked anything about that aspect. The Assistant Returning Officer 
examined as P.W.7 was also not asked anything about it during his 
cxamination -in -chief by the learned counsel for the petition r. During 
cross -examination he deposed that the candidates counting agents 
present throughout when the counting was going on . And this evidence 
hus not been challenged or shaken or clarified in re -examination . P.W.9 , 
the petition s election agent, has sworn in cross -examination that 
he asked the Returning Officer as to why counting was done on tables not 
notified , that the latter answered that it was to finish the counting early , 
that he (P.W.9) then said that such a practice is not good , that, however, 
he did not submit any written objection in that behalf , that he was present 
in the hall when such counting was going on , that till the 
end counting agent were present at all the 18 tables and that they went 
out of the hall only after counting was over . In his re- examination 
in answer to a leading question P.W.9 said that counting agents were not 
present when ballot paper were counted on a table different from that on 
which it was notified that counting would be done. In this state of evidence 
it is not possible to accept the case spoken to by P.Ws.5 and 8 as stated 
above . 

13 It is next contended that the counting supervisors also participated 
in actualhandling of the ballot papers while sorting and counting or in 
other words, they also sorted and counted ballot papers. P.W.3 , the 
counting supervisor of table No. 13 has said that on that table sorting and 
counting was done by him and the two counting assistants of that table , 
and P.W.7 , the assistant returning officer has deposed that occasionally the 
counting supervisous assisted the counting assistants in sorting and counting. 
Apart from the fact that from the evidence as above stated it does not 
follow that it was a general feature on all the 18 tables that the respective 
counting supervisor actually sorted and counted ballot papers , the complaint 
being only thatsuch sorting ind counting by the counting supervisors was 
against the instructions given by P.W.1 , the returning officer, I do not 
think that, even assuming (without deciding ) that such was the case on all 
the tables, the saine can be a gro ind of attack under section 101(1) (d )(iii) 
and /or (iv ) of the Act to a void the election of the returned candidate . 
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14 . 

Relying on Exts. P4 (a ) to P4 (d ) and Ext. P5 series it is argued 
that there has been serious errors in couting . Lxt. P4 (a ) to Ext. P (d ) 
are final result sheets in Form 20 
in respect of polling stations Nos. 4-14-16 and 44 respectively and Exts.P5 

prescribed by rule 5617) of the Rules 
to P5 (c) are copies issued to the petitioner s polling agert under rule 45 (2) 
of Part I – Ballot l aper Aoco unt prepared by the concer cd presiding 
officer in Form 16 under rule 45 ( ) in respect of the above -mentioned 
polling stations. The submission is that the toial number of ballot papers 
to be found in the ballot box as inentioned in Part 1 -Ballot Papir Account, 
Ext.P5 series, does n t tally with the corresponding l inal Kesult Sheet 
Ext . P4 se.ies. For example as mentioned in Ext. P5 the total number of 
votes to be found in the ballot box of Folling station No. 4 is 853 ; the 
corresponding Final Result Sheet, Ext. P4 (a ) shows that the total number 
of valid and rejeci ed vo’es together is only 841. It is for this rưa :on that 
it is argued that there is error in counting. The next stop in the argument 
is that such errors have crept in on account of the specdysorting and the 
quick counting at the same time by all the three inembers of the counting 
staff , one supervisor and two assistants, allotted for cach table . It is to be 
noticed that Ext.P5 series documents are not complete documents in that 
Part II Result of counting portion of each of those documents has n.t 
been made available to me. Part II is to be filled up by the counting 
supervisor who supervised the counting of the ballot papers in the ballot 
box in respect of which Part- I Ballot Paper Account has been prepared by 
the concerned presiding officer. The counting supervisor has to mention in 
Part II — Result of Counting, whether with reference to the numher of 
ballot papers 

mentioned in Part I as to be found in that ballot 
box and the total number of valid and rejected votes as mentioned 
in Part II , there is any discrepancy or whether both tally . Part II of 
Form No. 16 is as per rule 56A (7) now Form No. 16 A and the returning 
officer has also to sign it . The matter as regards discrepancy, if any, 
between the total number of ballot papers to be found in a ballot box and 
the total number of votes counted together with those rejected , is thus a 
matter required by law to be reduced to the form of a document, and 
therefore , no evidence other than that document itself can be relieli on 
to contend that there is discrepancy as aforesaid between the two. 

15 . Inview of what is stated above, and even otherwise, for the reason 
that Part II -Result of counting in Form 16A (which would and should 
show whether the total number of ballot papers that ought to be found in 
a ballot box as stated in Form 16 -Part I Ballot Paper Account have been 
actually found therein or not, and therefore, would constitute the beat evidence 
as regards discrepancy, if any) is not before me, it is not possible to accept 
the contention based on Ext.P4 series and Ext. P5 series that the total number 
mentioned in Ext. P4 series is erroneous and such error has crept in on 
account of making bundles of ballot papers of 50 each actually putting 
more than 50 ballot papers in such bundles. 
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16. On this part of the case there was an attempt on the part of the 
learned counsel for the petitioner to support the contention advanced as 
aforesaid relying on the oral evidence of P.W.1, the returning officer to the 
eflect that as a when each ballot box was opened there was a verification 
with reference to Part I – Ballot Paper Account in respect of that polling 
station, there, then no irregularities were pointed out on behalf of the 
petitioner , that there are records as regards such verification and that with 
reference to such records it could be seen that the number of the counted 
vote tallied with the ballot paper accounts. In view of what is stated 
hereinbefore, and in the absence of records about which P.W.1 has 
spoken and which I should presume to be Part II-Result of Counting in 
Form 16A , I do not think that there is any merit in the contention that 
according to P.W.1 there was no discrepancy between the total number 
of votes to be found in each of the ballot boxes and the total number of 
ballot 

papers found in each of them . 

17 . While Ext. P5 series , that is, Ext. P5 to Ext. P5 (p ) show 
the total number of tendered votes in 29, Ext. P4 mentions the total 
number of tendered votes as 3 and this is relied on as a ground to argue 
that P.W.1 , the returning officer was negligent and indifferent in his 
duties. There seems to be this discrepancy but taking into account the 
fact that the number of tendered votes has nothing to do with the result 
of the election . I do not think that it is of any consequence. 

18 It is then contended that the counting staff was counting very 
speedily and that, therefore, the petitioner s counting agents could not 
follow the same. It is also contended that while sorting the ballot papers, 
they have been assigned to wrong compartments. It is also the petitioner s 
case that the ballot papers were so bundled up into bundles of 50 each 
that the petitioner s bundles very of ten contained more than 50 while they 
returned candidate s bundles contained less then 50. The allegations as 
regards this in the petition and the evidence bearing on it are vague and 
general. P. W. 4 , the petitioner s election agent says that when complaints 
as regards wrong sorting, speedy counting and incorrect bundling were 
brought to his notice by several of the petitioner s counting agents, he 
complaincdabout it to P.W.1 the returning officer . However, the only 
written complaintssubmitted by P.W.9 before P.W.1 are Exts . Pl to P3. 
By Ext. I l petition P.W 9 requested P.W 1 to declare the election result 
only after re- count. It is alleged therein that the counting was not proper; 
invalid votes have been included in the returned candidate s bundles; and 
that the counting agents are not convinced of the number of ballot papers 
in the bundles . In Ext P2 P.W.9 s complaints are that invalid votes 
have been received and there are irregularities in bundling the ballot papers, 
On that basis he sought for a recount and to postpone the declaration of 
result till recount. More or less to the same effect are the points raised in 
Ext . P3. The allegations therein are also general and vague. All these 
were subinitted , one after another, after the tabulation of the result of 
counting was over . Then P.W.9 made some oral complaints. 

P.W.I 
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directed him to submit written objections. As a result P.W.9 filed Exts.P1 
to P3 in quick succession . P.W.1 rejected the applications as per proceed 
ings certified copy of which is marked herein as Ext. RI. What is 
relevant is that no written complaints were filed as regards any wrong 
sorting of ballot papers , speedy counting and incorrect bundling of votes 
and there is only the evidence of P.W.9 and the petitioner s counting agents 
as regards the oral complaints stated to have been made . 

19 . It has also come out in evidence that whenever any such defect 
was pointed out, the same was looked into and rectified then and there. 
P. W.5, a counting agent has boldly stated that on again counting certain 
bundles containing votes cast to the petitioner , it was found that they 
contained 52 and 55 votes while on again counting bundles containing votes 
cast to the 1st counter petitioner it was found that there were only 45 and 48 
votes therein . According to him 4 or 4 hundles were counted again and 
the defect rectified . His evidence is that these buniles were again counted 
because he had doubts about them ; and presumably on his request , P.W.6, 
another counting agent of the petitioner also speaks about such re-counting 
of 5-10 bundles on his complaint. He says that on such re -count it was 
found that there were more than 50 votes in the bundles of votes cast to the 
petitioner while in the bundles of votes cast to the 1st respondent there were 
only less than 50. This defect too was rectified . Another counting agent 
of the petitioner, P.W. 8, also speaks of an instance when he doubted about 
the number of votes in a bundle consisting of votes cast to the petitioner . 
He asked for counting again that bundle . This was done and it was 
found that there were 52 votes in that bundle . The defect was rectified by 
taking out two votes therefrom . He also swears that on 10-15 occasion 
when votes cast to the petitioner were put in the compartmentmarked for 
the 1st respondent, he pointed it out and caused these votes to be put in the 
right compartment. 

20. The main strand of evidence bearing on this part of the case is 
that there might have been (not, that there has been ) wrong sorting and 
incorrect bundling of votes. The petitioner s case in the petition is that if 
a scrutiny , sorting and re -count of all the votes are dore, it can be seen 
that in fact the petitioner received a majority of valid votes . The petitioner 
has also sought to have a scrutiny, sorting and counting of all votes and to 
have a re- count of the entire votes polled by the respective candidates. 
These reliefs were pressed by the learned counsel for the petitioner. 

21. It is by now well-settled by several decisions of the Supreme Court 
starting from Ram Sewak v . H. K. Midwai (A.I.R. 1964 S.C. 1249) that 
the court trying an election petition has power to order a re-count. It is 
also by now well-established that re-count cannot be ordered as a matter of 
course and it can be ordered only where 

" (i) all the material facts on which the allegations of irregularity 

or illegality in counting are founded , are pleaded adequately 
in the election petition , and ( ii) the Court/ Tribunal trying the 
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petition is prima facie satisfied that the making of such an 
order is imperatively necessary to decide the dispute and to 
do complete and effectual justice between the parties” . [See 

Beliram v. Jai Behari Lal, A. I. R. 1975 S. C. 283 (290 )]. 
The latest decision of the Supreme Court on this point appears to be 
R. Narayanan v. !S . Semmalal, (1980 ) 2 S.C.C. 537 – A . I. R. 1980 S.C. 266 , 
where the court extracting that that court said " in jBhabhi v. Sheo Govind 
(A. I. R. 1975 S. C. 2117) said as follows: 

“ The court would be justified in ordering re - count of the ballot papers 
only where : 
(1) The election petition contains an adequate statement of all the 

material facts on which the allegations of irregularity or 

ality in counting are founded ; 
(2) On the basis of evidence adduced such allegations are prima 

facie established affording a good ground for believing that 

there has been a mistake in counting ; and 
(3) The Court trying the petition is prima facie satisfied that the 

making of such an order is imperatively necessary to decide 
the dispute and to do complete and effectual justice between 

the parties.” 
Earlier in that decision the Supreme Court said that re -count should 
be ordered not on possibility of errors but when the matter is proved with 
absolute certainty . (See para 16 at p . 543 of the S. C. C. reports.) 

22 . The other decisions cited at the bar are also to the same effect. 
They are S. Baldev Singh v . Teja Singh (A.I.R. 1975 S.C. 693), Chanda Singh v. 
Shiv Ram (A.I.R. 1975 s.č. 403 ) and Suresh Prasad v . Jai Prakash 
(A.I.R. 1975 S.C. 376 ). Relying on paragraph 18 in S. Baldev Singh v . 
Teja Singh (A.I.R. 1975 S.C. 693), the learned counsel for the petitioner 
made an earnest attempt to persuade me to sit in judgment over Ext. Ri 
decision made by P.W. 1 rejecting Exts. Pl to P3 requests for re-count 
made before him . I do not think that I would be justified in embarking 
upon an enquiry as to the legality and propriety of Ext. RI decision in so 
far as rejection by the returning officer of a request for re - count, even 
assuming the same to be improper is not a ground for avoiding the election 
and also because the returning officer is not (and cannot be) a party-respondent 
herein . No doubt, the lactum of making a request for re - count 

(or of not 
making it) and the allegations made therein when such a request has been 
made, are relevant considerations in assessing the behaviour and reaction 
ofthe candidate and/or his election agent in relation to the several steps 
in the process of counting : and such behaviour and conduct as is borne 
out by making a request for re- count and the grounds on which it is made , 
may in turn be a relevant circumstance in deciding the question whether 
a strong prima facie case has been made out by the petitioner. However , 
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the decision on such a request inade before the returning ollicer, is, in iny 
view , an irrelevant consideration in an election petition and cin have no 
hearing on deciding the question as to whether the court should order re 
count or not. This is clear from what is said in paragraph 19 of th : above 
mentioned decision where that Court has cautioned that Judicial power to 
direct inspection and re -count is undoubted but will be exercised sparingly 
( emphasis supplied ). 
23 . 

I am afraid that the raquirements repeatedly insisted upon by the 
Supreme Court before an order for re -count is passed are not obtained in 
this case . The allegations in the petition are general in character and do 
not enumerate to the meterial facts , as for instance the table or tables on 
which errors, if any, by reason of irregularity, or illegality if any, iu count . 
ing happened and in the nature of irregularity or illegality , or boch as the 
case may be . The general allegations raised against th : counting were 
attempted to be elaborated upon by the evidence of the three counting agents 
examined in this case, P.Ws. 5, 6 and 8 and of the petitioner s election 
agent examined as P.W. 9, but even then the petitioner has failed to make 
out a prima facie case that there has been anymistake in the counting . 

The suggestion is only that mistakes might have crept in counting. Such 
being the position , I am not satisfied that in this case a re- count is impera 
tive in order to decide the dispute or to do complete and effectual justice . 

24 I answer Issue 2 in the affirmative , that is, il favour of the 1st 
respondent and against the petitioner . My answer to Issu : 3 is again in 
the affirmative, that is , in favour of the 1st respondent and against the 
petitioner . Issue 4 is answered in the negative , that is , in favour of the 1st 
respondent and against the petitioner. 

25. Issue 5 :-In view of my answering Issue 3 in the affirmative 
and Issue 4 in the negative, this issue does not arise, for as cast, that isue 
raises the further question as to whether in the event o Issue 3 being 
answered in the negative and Issue 4 in the affirmative, the election of the 
returned candidate was materially affected by these matters. 

No argu 
ments were advanced before me on this issue. I may, however , add, that 
on the materials before me it has not been established that the result of the 
election , in so far as it concerns the 1st respondent, has been materially 
affected by any of the mat:ers mentioned in Section 100 (1) (d ) ( iii) 
and (iv) . 

I , therefore, 
26. Issue 6 : -The petitioner is not entitled to any relief. 
dismiss this petition . The petitioner shall pay the 1st respondent costs 
which I fix at Rs. 1000 . 
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27 . The Registrar shall intimate the substance of the decision in 
this case to the Election Commission and the Speaker of the Kerala State 
Legislative Assembly, forthwith , and shall send to the Election Commission 
an authenticated copy of this decision as soon as possible, as envisaged by 
Section 103 of the Act ,
